The Home Secretary told the House of 
Commons - yesterday that, while a few 
spurious £1 Treasury notes were In circu- 
lation in England, they did not come from 
Russia, but were of home manufacture. 
Some spurious notes had been sent from 
Russia, but they were so poorly executed 
that they wonld scarcely pass here. 

On a supplementary vote of six and a 
half millions for the bread subsidy, the 
House of Commons yesterday criticised 
the Government's policy in regard to the 
encouragement of home-grown wheat. The 
Government's spokesman declared that its 
aim was to encourage the home growth of 
wheat as muchas possible. Mr. McCurdy, 
for the Food Ministry, explained that 
there was little hope of immediate relief 
from Russia in regard to wheat supplies. 
He stated that the result of the new bread 
regulations. would be that the public 
would get a more nutritious loaf than the 
present one.

Captain S. V. Hotchkin, the Coalition 
Uniomist: candidate, was yesterday de- 
clared elected for Horncastle. He had a 
substantial majority of votes over the 
Liberal and Labour candidates. 

Mr. Charles Diamond, the editor of the 
Catholic Herald, was yesterday convicted 
in London of a charge of inciting to murder 
Lord French and other persons in Ireland 
in an article in his newspaper, entitled 
“ Killing no murder,” and was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment in the second 
division. | 
Speaking at a reception to the Protestant 
delegates to America last night in Belfast, 
Sir Edward Carson said thaí when he was 
arraigned for thé phrase, “Hands off, 
America,” the letters that he received 
were protests because he mixed up genuine 
Ameri¢ans’ with hyphenated Irishmen and 
Germans. He complained that a section 
of the English Press had operated a con- 
spiracy of silence against the delegates, 
fouling their own nest through having 
swollen heads. 

Hugginstown Police Barrack, County 
Kilkenny, was attacked by 200 men on 
Monday night, who captured it after a 
two hours’ fight. They carried away the 
rifles. and revolyers of the policemen, 
Constable Ryan, who was struck by a bomb 
thrown by the raiders, died yesterday 
morning. 


In London yesterday the Stock Markets 
were hopeful, but business was small, with 
occasional outbursts in specialities. 
Money was in ample supply at 4 per cent., 
and down to 3 per cent. Discount rates 
drooped, and there were declines in the 
prices of silver and gold. In Dublin the 
Stock Market was irregular, with pro- 
nounced weakness in Dublin Distillers and 
Dundalk Steam. Oils and Tobaccos were 


flat. 
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The State of Europe. 


The Supreme Council has issued a series 
of recommendations with a view to the 
ultimate reduction of the high cost of 
living. As a homily the document is ex- 
cellent, but it contains few constructive 
ideas, and tells us very little that we have 
not known for many months. It begins with 
the declaration that peace conditions should 
be restored at once, and advances four 
desiderata towards that end. Peace and 
normal economic conditions should be 
restored in Eastern Europe; all armies 
should be reduced toa peace fooiing ; 
armaments should be limited; and all 
artificial economic barriers between the 
new States of Europe should be removed. 
Take the first of the four “ shoulds.’’ 
If “peace and normal economic con- 
ditions” could be restored to Eastern 
Europe, there would be no need for the 
Supreme Council to deliberate any longer, 
but Russia is involved. Austria, with 
her starving millions ; Hungary, in politi- 
cal and social chaos; Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland, and the Baltic States at one 
another's throats—such is the territory 
to which peace and prosperity “should” 
be restored. The Supreme Council suggests 
that those countries which at present are 
debarred from international commerce 
by their ruinous exchanges should 
be enabled to obtain commercial -redits 
fer the purchase of raw materials. 
Furthermore, it declares that it will con- 
tinue’ to confer regarding the provision 
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} the Supreme Council's neatly phrased 
take early steps to secure deflation of 
credit and currency. They are advised 
to reduce their current expenditure ; 
to impose new taxes; to fund all short 
term o tions by means of loans 
subscribed out of the people's savings ; 
and forthwith to limit, and gradually to 
curtail, the number of notes in circula- 
tion. Producing interests are urged to 
strain every nerve in order that the full 
resumption of peace industry may. be 
accomplished. They. must increase out- 
put, improve their machinery, extend their 
transport facilities, and remove “such 
disturbing factors as ‘ profiteering.’’’ This, 
to put it mildly, is a “tall order.’’ Never- 
theless, everybody will recognise | that, 
until it is obeyed, Europe cannot hope to 
improve her lot. Short. cuts are of no 
avail. Individuals are told in plain words 
that they must curb their desire to spend 
and put an end to their extravagance. 
Whether they live in Dublin, Budapest, 
Liverpool, or Prague their duty is the 
same. To bring down prices they 1oust 
work. more, strike less, eschéw luxuries, 
and save as much as possible. - Govern- 
ments may be able to mitigate the results 
of high prices; they cannot remove the 
root cause, which is the destruction of 
wealth during the war. The wealth which 
_was destroyed must be replaced before the 
world can’ start level again. Individuals, 
be they dock’ labourers, shopkeepers, or 
Cabinet Ministers, must eat less, drink 
less, and buy less. When all is said and 
done, that is the only real remedy. 

The recommendations of the Supremé 
Council apply to all Europe. Although 
most of the European countries are in a 
worse condition than the United King- 
dom, our position is anything but satis- 
factory. THe country is flooded with 
purely fictitious “wealth.” The chief 
lesson of the Supreme Council's state- 
ment is that prices. can be reduced 
only by natural processes. Most people 
have been well ‘aware of the fact, but the 
persistent refusal of organised Labour to 
recognise it has been the main cause 
of our domestic troubles. The Continent 
of Europe has been devastated by war. 
Great Britain’s territory was never entered 
by an enemy. For that reason our powers 
of recovery are incomparably greater than 
those of any other European belligerent. 
The world is ready to buy every article 
which our factories and workshops can 


produce. Yet our exports for last month 
were very disappointing. They totalled 
only about 286,000,000, as against 


£106,000,000 for the month of January. 
These returns prove that industry is not 
getting a proper chance. Men and women 
are taking a longer time to produce fewer 
articles than. they produced in pre-war 
days, and, moreover, demand, and are in 
‘receipt of, far more money in return 
for their diminished toil. Naturally, 
nature must “get its own back,” and 
prices rise. They will continue to rise 
until the advice of the Supreme Council 
is followed in every town in Europe. 
Britain should not wait for Georgia, or 
some other Lilliputian State, to set the 
example, She should set it herself. She 
has industrial opportunities such as no 
nation ever has had in the history of 
civilisation. Her business men are enter- 
prising and enthusiastic, and her ships sail 
every sea. The onus of responsibility falls 
on Labour. If the workers continue to 
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Labour and ‘Drink. 
Mr. J. R. Clynes has counselled the 
Labour Party not to associate itself with 
the prohibition movement. His advice is 
based on. the conviction that an attempt 
to commit Labour to the “dry” policy 
would cause weakness and division in the 
ranks, and that prohibition is unsuited to 
the needs of these islands. At the same 
time he recognises that a drastic scheme ol 
temperance reform is necessary, and he 
thinks that the best remedy lies in the 
purchase of the liquor trade by the State. 
Other Labour leaders hold the same views. 
Last night a deputation representing 
eighteen of the most powerful trade unions 
in the Kingdom issued a report on its 
recent visit to Carlisle, where the “ trade ”’ 
has been under the control of the Govern- 
ment since July, 1916. Before they went 
to Carlisle the members of the deputa- 
tion regarded the temperance question 
from different angles. “Some of us are 
total abstainers,’’ the report says, “ and 
others are not.” To-day they are all 
strongly of the opinion that “the real line 
of advance is in the direction pointed out 
oy the Carlisle scheme.” What the Con- 
trol Board achieved in Carlisle muy be 
described briefly. It purchased every dis- 
tillery, brewery, and public-house in the 
district, and cancelled 42 per cent. of the 
licences. The public-houses that re- 
mained were converted into social clubs, 
where a man could get a good meal at 
small cost, play billiards or bowls, and 
buy a limited quantity of alecholic refresh- 
ment. The results were remarkable. Con- 
victions for drunkenness became rare; the 
output from the munition factories in the 
neighbourhood . increased almost imme- 
diately ; everybody was satisfied ; and the 
State made a handsome profit on its 
outlay.

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Japan’s Workers. 


Belated messages from Tokio throw a 
certain amount of l@ht on the situa- 


tion m Japan. The disturbances of 
last Week, it appears, were due to 
}the demand for universal manhood 


suffrage. The Government has refused to 
grant this concession. According to the 
Prime Minister, the crisis was precipitated 
by members of the Opposition, who acted 
“without consideration for the affairs of 
the Empire.” He asserts that the country 
does not want an extension of the 
franchise ; but, im order to appeal to the 
impartial judgment of the people, he 
has sought the Mikado's permission to 
dissolve the Diet. On the other hand, 
influential Japanese newspapers say that 
the real reason of the dissolution was 
desire to conceal a diplomatic blunder, the 
exposure of which would have been a 
serious blow to the Government. If the 
country declares for universal manhood 
suffrage, the reform may have a marked 
effect upon European industry. The workers 
will then be in a position to secure better 
conditions of labour. At present the 
Japanese working man’s wages are lower 
and his hours of toil longer than in any 
of the Western countries. It may be re- 
called that the Japanese Government's 
delegates at the International Labour 
Conference convened by the League of 
Nations professed their’ inability to en- 
dorse the general standards for industrial 


strike and make speeches, instead of 
putting their backs and hearts into their 
task, we may resign ourselves to our pre 
sent conditions of life until the cows come 
home.

PRIVATE AND PUBLIC. 
_ THRIFT ESSENTIAL. 

The result of the deliberations of the Supreme 

Councii on the economic conditions of Europe, 
with specia! relation to the high cost of living, 
were, issued last night. The Council review the 
situation at some length, and arrive at a series 
of recommendations, with a view to the 
amelioration of the present difficulties. They 
insist that it is of paramount importance that 
peace conditions should be fully and completely 
restored at the carliest possible moment through- 
out the world. To achieve this object it is de- 
sirable that peace and normal economic relations 
be re-established as soon as possible throughout 
Eastern Kurope, that armies should’ everywhere 
be reduced to peace footing, armaments limited 
to the lowest possible figure compatible with 
national security, that the League of Nations 
should be invited to eonsiGer proposals to this 
end, and that States created or enlarged as a 
result of the war should at once re-establish full 
and friendly co-operation and arrange for un- 
restricted. interchange of commodities, so that 
the essential unity of European economic life 
may not be impaired by the erection of arti- 
ficial economic barriers. 
_ Not only all Governments, but all producing 
interests should immediately attend to the 
execution .of all measures which will contribute 
to the full resumption of peaceful industry, to 
the encouragement of better output, to the im- 
provement of machinery and means of trans- 
portation, and the removal of such disturbing 
factors as profiteering. Each Government 
should urge upon its nationals the necessity of 
supprissing extravagance and redueing ex- 
penditure, and early steps should be 
taken to secure the deflation of  cre- 
dit and currency by the reduction of 
current Government expenditure, by the. im- 
position of the necessary additional taxation, 
by funding of short-term obligations by means 
of loans subscribed out of the people’s savings, 
and by the immediate limitation and gradual 
curtailment of note circulation. 

Provision should be made to enable countries 
at present barred from purchase in world mar- 
kets by conditions of international exchange, 
and thus unable to restart economic life, to 
obtain commercial credits for the securing of 
raw materials. The conferring Powers, the re- 
commendations continue, recognising the neces- 
sity for continued co-operation and for removing 
obstacles to easy interchange of essential com- 
inodities, will continue conferring regarding the 
provision and distribution of necessary raw 
materials and foodstuffs. They have also de- 
cided in regard to the restoration of the devas- 
tated areas, purticularly of Northern France, 
that the necessary large sums cannot be pro- 
vided out of current revenue nor the work be 
postponed till the reparation due from Germany 
has been received. Under these circumstances, 
they recognise that capital sums required for 
restoration may properly be raised by market 
loans in anticipation of reparation payments 
provided by the Treaty, and that the restrictions 
which they desire to see placed on new borrow- 
ing do not apply to loans and credits raised for 
the purpose of meeting this abnormal capital ex- 
penditure. 

The Powers represented at the Conference, ob- 
serves the concluding recommendation, having 
considered the articles of the Treaty and the 
passages in the Supreme Council's let- 
ter of 16th June to the German peace 
delegates, contemplating that Germany, shall 
make proposals for fixing total payments 
to be made by way of reparation, are agreed 
that in the interests of Germany and her 
creditors this total should be fixed at an early 
date. Observing that the period of four months 
from the signature of the Treaty was provided 
for submission of her proposals, they agree 
that, in the circumstances as existing to-day, 
such period should be extended. 

Among the considerations which have led the 
Supreme Council to these conclusions, they re- 
mark that the Government action may mitigate 
the effects of the rise in prices indicated by the

| REPLY. 

In a statement on Monday on his attitude re- 
garding Senator Lodge's reservation to Article 
10, President Wilson declared that every im- 
perialistic influence in Europe was hostile to the 
embodiment of Article 10 in the Covenant, and 
its defeat now would “mark complete confirma- 
tion of their efforts to nullify the Treaty.”” He 
insisted that Article 10 was the foundation of 
the whole structure of the League. 

President Wilson's letter) to Senator Hitch- 
cock reiterates the fact that he does not object 
to the reservations, which are only obvious in- 
terpretations of the articles to which they are 
attached, but he does object to those which in 
effect nullify those articles; The President de- 
clares Article 10 to be the bulwark of the rising 
democracy of the world against the forces of 
imperialism and reaction. |+ The doctrine of 
Article 10 he holds to be the essence of Ameri 
canism, which the United | States cannot re- 
pudiate or weaken without repudiating their 
own principles. The President also said in his 
letter that America should enter the League of 
Nations scriotisly or retire 4s gracefully as pos- 
sible. The responsibility of the United States 
as a nation was now an overwhelming one, and 
the President declared that if he had an oppor- 
tunity he would beg everyone concerned to con- 
sider the matter in the light of what it was 
possible to atcomplish fos humanity rather 
than in the light of especial national interests. 

He refers to Great Britain and Japan, who 
are beginning to find eo many interests in com- 
mon in the Pacific, and also to the aspirations 
of France, Italy, and other great fighting 
Powers. It must not be forgotten that Article 
10 constitutes the renunciation of wrong. 
Ambition on the part of powerful nations with 
whom we were associated in the war is by no 
means dead, even in the counsels of nations 
that we most trust and most desire to be ssso- 
ciated with in tasks of peace. Throughout the 
sessions of the Peace Conference in Paris it was 
evident that the militaristic party, under the 
most influential leadership, was seeking to gem 
an ascendancy in the counsels of France. They 
were defeated then, but they are in control 
now. 


THE SENATE AND THE TREATY. 


A’ Washington telegram, dated Monday, 
states:~-On a motion by Senator Lodge, the 
Senate has agreed to limit the debate on all the 
remaining reservations except those ón Article 
10 and the voting power of the United States 
in the League of Nations. A modified reserva- 
tion affirming the national control of armaments 
was adopted by 49 votes to 26. Under. this 
reservation the limitation of armaments is not 
binding on the United States without ratifi- 
cation of Congress, and the United States re- 
increase its armaments 
without the consent ot the Council of the 
League of Nations whenever the country is 
threatened with invasion or is engaged in war. 

The Senate adopted by 44 votes to 28 the 
reservation ‘whereby the United States will per- 
mit subjects of the covenant-breaking State to 
conduct business with Americans. Without de- 
bate the Senate re-adopted the reservation, re- 
fusing to assent to the Labour sections of the 
Treaty by 44 votes to 27. a 

The debate on Article 10 of the reservations

SENATOR LODG "§ REPLY TO 
MR. WILSON, 


A telegram from Washington yesterday stated 
—Senator Lodge, addressing the Senate to-day, 
took vigorous exception to President Wilson's 
letter to Senator Hitchcock, and in particular 
to his references to the Allies. He declared 
that France was not militarist, but was taking 
steps. to prevent a recurrence of the suffering 
that she had recently borne. In the matter 
of Fiume, he urged that Italy likewise had the 
right of self-defence. Hitherto America had 
been Italy's friend, but now the latter put her 
in the position of deserting Italy. Senator 
Lodge further declared that the letter laid 
bare the difference of principle between Presi- 
dent Wilson and the majority of the Senate.

Telegraphing later, our Correspondent says— 
Constable Ryan, a native of Waterford, a 
married man, with four children, died at 6.30 
o'clock this morning as a result of wounds re- 
ceived in the attack on the police barrack. at 
Hugginstown last night. Sergeant Nealon was 
wounded in the head, but his injuries are not 
very serious. The ‘caiders, it is estimated, 
numbered between 200 and 300, and they at- 
tacked the barrack shortly after 11 o'clock with 
rifles, bombs, and revolvers. The police re- 
turned the fire, and the fight lasted for about 
one hour and a half, when. Constable Ryan's 
arm was badly shattered, apparently with a 
bomb. 

The wounded man called for a priest and 
doctor ,and the other policemen, deciding to 
grant his wish, ceased firing and surrendered. 
The raiders then entered the barrack and took 
away the rifles, revolvers, and bombs belonging 
to the -policemen, but they did not take any 
ammunition. A priest and Dr. Marnell, of Kil- 
mogany, arrived about 3 o'clock and attended 
to the wounded man. The doctor remained 
with him until he succumbed to his wounds at 
about 6.30 o'clock. Portion of tho roof of the 
barrack was blown away, and all the windows 
were shattered by bullets and explosives. 

An inquest will be held on Wednesday. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Information reachetl ~ here to-day, tele- 
graphs our Waterford Correspondent, of one of 
the most determined attacks yet made in the 
South of Ireland on a police station. At 11.30 
last night a party of 200 men, armed and 
masked, attacked the police barrack at Hug- 
ginstown, about 16 miles from Waterford. The 
barrack is isolated, and is situated in a very 
bleak portion of the country. i 

Without any warnin ga fusillade of shots 
rang ,out, startling the entire village. The 
barrack was attacked from the front and rear. 
The police at once occupied defensive positions 
and replied to the fire, which was of an intense 
description. The battle lasted from 11.30 till 1 
o'clock, when the attackers by. superior num- 
bers overcame the police, who evéntually sur- 
rendered. Several rifles were taken away, but 
no ammunition was seised. 

In the course of the encounter Constable 
Thomas Ryan, formerly of the Waterford police 
force, had his rmght arm almost completely 
blown off. He succumbed to has injuries at 6 
a.m. this morning. Setgeant Nealon, who was 
in charge of the station, was also wounded ih 
the left ‘check, near the eye. An inquest will 
be held on Constable Ryan, whose remains lie 
in the day-room of the barrack. 

The attackers used rifles, revolvers, and hand 
grenades, whick were formed of picces of gas 
and water pipes, plugged at both ends with 
wood, and containing an explosive which has 
not yet been analysed. The attackers left be- 
hind them a number of grenades and some 
ammunition. There is no telegraphic or tele- 
phonic communication with the village of Hug- 
ginstown, but the raiders. took precautions to 
prevent communication by cutting the tele- 
graph wires at the nearest point to the village. 
Bottles of petrol. were’ also found at various 
points around the barrack. 


DAMAGE TO THE BARRACK, 

This morning the police barrack presented 
the appearance of having withstood a seige. 
The walls are ‘pitted with bullet marks, 
and a gaping hole was seen in the roof of the 
kitchem, which was caused by the explosion of a 
hand grenade fired by the attackers. 

. w tHe ‘wile Well planned, ana 
active ptepatations for carrying it into effect 
must have been made for a considerable time 
prior to the affray, On arriving at the village 
the raiders took up advantageous positions 
dominating the police barrack, and were 
thoroughly well entrenched before commencing 
operations. As a result the police fire, as far as 
can be ascertained, proved ineffective. Threngh- 
out the attackers contented themselves with a 
continuous fire and the throwing of improvised 
hand grenades, and made no attempt to carry 
the place by storm. Besieged on all sides, a 
hole having been blown in the back door by a 
grenade, which was responsible for the death of 
Constable Ryan, and their ammunition coming 
perilously near exhaustion, the gallant de- 
fenders, seeing that further resistance was hope- 
less, decided to surrender. The raiders then 
closed in on the barracks, and one of the leaders 
demanded the rifles. Their attention was

A SURPRISE FOR PROSPECTIVE 
TRAVELLERS. 

From the foregoing statement it is evident 
that the companies named intend to do every- 
thing possible to cope with the demwnd 
these Americans who desire to visit Great 
Britain, Ireland, and the Contiment this year; 
but quite a surprise has been sprung upon pro- 
spective travellers to Europe. and - upon, the 
Transatlantic companies by the introduction 
into the United States Congress of a bill to fn- 
crease the charge for passports to ten dollars, 
whereas at present the State Department charge 
only: two dollars for issuing the necessary 
papers. The bill provides that on May ist, 
1920, a fee of one dollar shall be: collected for 
each application, and ten dollars for each pass- 
port issued to a citizen or a declarant. A feé 
of nine dollars for each rás of the passport of 
an alien will be charged, and one dollar for 
each application for a rís. It seems that the 
only countries to be exempt from these charges 
are Canada, Mexico, Cuba, Bermuda, and the 
Bahama Islands. In view oí the fact that. the 
bill «ill tend to make it more expensive to 
travel, it ie «tated shat the steamship eomtp:hjew 
are taking concerted action against the measure, 
as they feel that the proposed charges are ex- 
cessive, and, if retained, will seriéulsy affect 
ocean travel. ; 

NO TENDER SERVICE AT QUEENSTOWN. 

In connection with the certainty that a large 
tide of tourist traffic will flow eastward, this 
year from the United States and Canada, a 
question of paramount importapce arises as to 
what can be. done to secure for Ireland a share 
of this profitable trafie: In -pre-wan; times 
several thousands of American tourists ‘landed 
at Queenstown during the late spring and the 
summer of every year from the steamers bf the 
Cunard, White Star, and American Lines, as 
the provision of a tender service was qvailable 
for the purpose, with the result that few parts 
of Ireland did not gain by travellers who wrre 
out to spend money for recreation and enjoy- 
ment. Unfortunately,’ at the present time 
Queenstown is without a passenger tender ser- 
vice which could be utilised to land American 
passengers at this port, although the Jigers of 
the principal Transatlantic companies tunning 
the service between New York, Boston, ete., 
pass frequently near the entrance of Queens- 
town, with hundreds of Irish-hound ' passengers 
on board. This is a very lamentable state of 
affairs, and ‘js detrimental to the best. interests 
of Ireland. Unfortunately, tov, there is grave 
reason to apprehend that no tender service: will 
he ready for some months yet to convey tourists 
from the American liners arriving off Queens- 
town to the shore, ‘Thé outcome of this will 
be that Ireland will lose the greatest chance 
which she hes had in many yeare of. doing & 
large tourist business with well-to-do Americans 
and Irish-Americans, as in all probability, when 
thé travellers find themselves deprived of‘ the 
facilities of disembarking at Queenstown, and 
are landed‘ at Liverpool or some other English 
port, only a small percentage of them will ever 
recross the Channel to Ireland.

PENDING THE BUDGET. 
BRITISH FUNDS STILL FIRM—OTHER 
SECURITIES LISTLESS. , 

(FROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF TO-DAY.) 
Stock markets passed . another day in 
optimistic idleness. The confident tone was 
there, but the courage to trade was lacking. 
Business was reduced to very limited dimensions 
even for a Tuesday, and this was divided be- 
tween the gilt-edged market—above all others— 
and certain industrial specialities.
